It was the first time a WA- 
NMA convention had been 
addressed specifically on the 
subject of uterine cancer 
control, and was. significant 
in-light of the recent Howard 
University study.

the women. “As individuals 
you must more and more 
exert your influence on the 
delivery of health services.

in how communities can 
acquire health services and 
sickle cell anemia. 

The panel was attended by 
Mrs. T. Wilkins Davis of 
Washington, D.C., the in- 
coming President, who later 
expressed “sincere interest” 
and termed “exciting and 
commendable’ the Society's 
four year drive to get every 
American woman Pap tested 
by 1976. The main thrust of 
this program is aimed at 
women in lower socio- 
economic brackets who have 
never had a Pap test. It is 
among these women that 
uterine cancer is most 
prevalent. 

The participation of the 
ACS in this year's Women’s 
Auxiliary had been facilitated 
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by the 1971-72 President Mrs. 
E.P. Stewart who last year 
had lauded the Pap test drive 
during the Philadelphia con- 
vention. In Kansas City Mrs. 
Stewart who is now Chairman 
of the Executive Board said. 
“This is a most important

A group of parents and teachers 
in the Marion and Sterling school 
districts have started a movement

Our Enigma On Crime 


The big enigma in Negro sections 
of our urban cities, is the growing crime 
“rate, especially in the categories of 
murders and robberies. 

“What is happening in Cleveland, is 
reproduced in Columbus, Cincinnati 
and other cities. 

Last week was a typical one in 
Cleveland. A 17-year old boy shotgun- 
ned a whité businessman and land- 
owner to death. The man was 
previously burned out, but he still 
believed in the Glenville area and, at 
the time of the shooting, was rebuilding 
needed housing for Negro occupancy.“ 
The ‘amount of money taken from him 
was $23.00. : 

An apartment tenant was having a 


few friends in. About midnight, five. 


-<oevelte: Jorcad.their way into the apart- 


ment. Everybody was-made to disrobe 


and all of their valuables, plus a - 


television and tape recorder were 
taken. 

Last week, thieves’ broke’ into a 
church and stole money and valuable 
equipment. Previously, a. church was 
broken into and its organ stolen. 

Every week, the news is 
the same. No one is spared. In Colum- 
bus’ a Negro policeman. was brutally 
slain. Little children as well as elderly 
people are robbed. 

"The brutality’ and senselessness of 
these crimes defies explanation. We do 
know that guns are all too prevalent in 
most of these crimes. 

Negro property owners and 
businesses are the secondary sufferers 
of these crimes. During the past 25 
years, Negroes have purchased millions 
of dollars worth of property. In most of 
these cases, the equity in these proper- 
ties represents the principal net worth 
of these people. Anything that destroys 
the viability of our neighborhoods, 
destroys property values. Any destruc- 
tion of property values, robs our people 
of their life savings. 

These are economic losses we just 
can't afford. The fight to beat poverty 
by our people is too long and hard for 
us to be cheated out of our hard won 
savings. 


~ The other major sufferer from these — 


crimes, is Negro business. 
The wave of riots and: burnings of 
the sixties left large sections of the

“Black business areas ini ruins. Worst of 


all, these decimated areas ceased to be 
good areas for local residents to shop. 

Many of the businesses that were 
not. destroyed, have sinced closed 
because of operating hazards. Efforts 
to rebuild these business areas are 
proving most difficult because of the 
high risk involved. 

The fact that these hazards are 
continuing due to the increase in crime, 
is not encouraging for those who are 
trying to rebuild and induce customers 
to return and patronize local stores. 

In Cleveland, several Black busi-_ 
ness owners have been killed or shot 
during robberies. ji 

The high incidence of sbbaries 


~also makes it welly~'7>, impossible for 


business or property owners to secure 
much needed insurance. 

Ferhaps-our people are seeing: too 
many western and crime stories on 
their television sets. We know this, there 
are entirely too many guns-in the hands 
of the wrong people. There is also en- 
tirely too much crime in our neighbor- 
hoods. 

The big problem is what can the 
Black community do to protect itself 
from.the many hoodlums who infest it. 

Unfortunately, thé laison between 
our people and the police is not good. 


_ Entirely too many crime breeding 


places operate unmolested in our 
neighborhoods. Theré ‘are entirely too 
many charges of police payoffs as well 
as police indifference. : 
We. do know this, there are not 
nearly enough law enforcement people 
patrolling our areas. The many millions 
of dollars given our cities by the federal 
government for combatting crime in 
high crime areas, seemsto be producing 
nothing in the way of practical results. 
Uniess there can be more 
cooperation between Negro citizens 
and our law enforcement agents, there 
seems to be little hope for any improve- 
ment in this deplorable situation. 
However, Unless and until something is 
done, it seems that the Black areas of 
our cities, are destined to be a jungle 
ruled by unrestrained hoodtums. This of 
course, is an intolerable situation and

Cleveland’s Tomorrow 


Cleveland, according to the latest 
U.S. Department of Commerce Census 
of Population is over 40 percent black 
and less than 60 percent white. The 
detailed census count shows that the 
black population of Cleveland is 
steadily -increasing*while its white po- 
pulation is steadily decreasing. 

For example, in April of 1960, Cleve- 
land had a total population of 876, woah

37,991. In April of 1970 Clevetanc 


_pulation had shrunk to 750,879, a 


14.3% decrease, while East Cleveland 
was showing an increase to 36,600, an 
increase of 4.2%. 4 

During that 10-year interval the black 


population of Cleveland-nad-increased” ~~ 


from 250,818 to 287,841, better than an 
11 percent increase in black po- 
pulation, while East Cleveland’s black 
population had grown to. 21,196 to 
become 58.6% of that city's population. 

What causes this? 

Some might be satisfied to attribute 
this outflow of whites from the inner 
city to a form of white racist malig- 
nancy, but this “running ‘away from 
blacks" is only a segment of_ the 
rationale, and not a dominant one in 
this development. 

People, be they white or black, move 
away as rapidly as they can afford to 
from communities that have failed to 
provide either their families or their 
businesses with atmosphere and ser- 
vices conducive to safe and wholesome 
living or profitable operating con- 
ditions. 

Unless Cleveland of Tomorrow cor- 
rects these deficiencies that have been 
permitted to strangle its growth po- 
tential, it’s tomorrow looms as a very 
gloomy proposition. 

The prospect that within the next 
decade the City of Cleveland will 
be better than 50 percent black is sen- 
ding chills down the spines of some ac- 
knowledged leaders, and is especially 
alarming -to Some of our tocal 
politicians, simply because they are in- 
clined to equate the word black with 
“welfare” or even worse, with “crime”. 

It would appear that among the first 
steps in reordering priorities by our 
Cleveland leaders is to take another 
look at Black Clevelanders, not as 
problems but as people. Not as 
“weishers” but as consumers, not as 
“problems” but a8 potential producers— 
-€ very handy labor supply if properly 
motivated and trained. 

The ideal city—the “peaceful” city, is 
one in which there are jobs for all its 
people able to work, decent schools 
structured to develop workers and 
leaders, sufficient hospital beds and 
health centers, and adequate housing. 

Every time absence of these con- 


* ditions force a factory’ to move. away 


from a community, that community suf- 
fers a loss in potential for growth. Every 
time a wage earner or home owner 
moves away from the inner city,

Cleveland loses valuable dollars from

Making plans for the future of Cleve- 
land while trying to make its increasing 
black population “invisible” is the 
height of folly. What plans do we have 
on the drawing board that are aimed at 
making what looms as a majority black 
citizenship willing and able to not only 
assume the responsibilities of first class 
citizenship, but also to pay their fair 
share of the financing necessary to 
provide essential city services, quality 
schools, adequate safety forces, and 
cultural enrightment? r 

Here are some things that will ‘have to 
be done: 

Provide moré than token financial 
help to worthy black entrepreneurs. 

Provide decent new housing within 
the ability of inner city people to buy or 
to rent. © 

Remove the artificial barriers to the 
free movement of people from one 
neighborhood to another, including 
suburban areas. — 

Provide equal opportunity for all 
citizens to gainful employment, in both 
governmental and private sectors. 

“Raise the quality of education for all "” 

citizens, with particular emphasis on 
vocational courses in our junior and 
senior high schools. 


Create an adequate supply of health . 
services, including public clinics and 
private hospital beds. 

No matter what the politicians try to 
do now to dilute the growing political 
clout of Cleveland blacks, it will remain 
a force to be reckoned with in Cleve- 
land’s tomorrow. Metropolitan Govern- 
ment may cure some of the ills, but for 
the foreseeable future, most of the 
blacks in the Greater Cleveland area, 
will be concentrated in the inner city. 

How do we get them to stay there, 
even when their family income enables 
them to join the outward flow of middie 
class whites? How do we guarantee 
them quality schools without resorting 
to busing? 

These are the, problems that 
Cleveland leadership will have to grap- 
ple with and solve if Cleveland is to 
have any future worth contemplating. 

The alternative is racial conflict, 
mounting relief roils, increased crime, 
deteriotation and eventual anarchy.

At the invitation of Gen. Michael S. 
Davison, Commander-in-Chief. of the 
U.S. Army in Europe, | recently toured 
army bases in Germany, paying special 
attention to the state of race relations 
there, 

Although the tour was brief, | tried to 
make the most of it by seeing as many 
bases as possible, and by talking with 
black Gis everywhere — in barracks, in 
PXs, on the job, in airborne helicopters 
and in the stockade. | also took a close 
look at the Army's ambitious new 
program of*impraving race relations. 

insum, while the. Army has a Jong 
way to go, there seems to be a genuine 
concern about the racial situeiicn~at 
the highest command levels and a com- 
mitment to constructive change. 
Whether commitmént in words is tran- 
slated into results depends on the vigor 
with which orders are nforced and on 
continue, wider reforms, especially in 
the field of military justice. 

The Army faces two kinds of-racism 
in its German operations. The first is 
the home-grown brand imported from 
America, primarily in the racist attitudes 
of some soldiers. For many, army ser- 
vice marks the first time they've had to 
live on terms of full equality with 
blacks, often taking orders from black 
officers and non-coms, 

The second kind of racism comes 
from the Germans themselves. | met 
with constant complaints of discrimina- 
tion from black Gls and an ~<over- 
whelming feeling that the people. of 
nearby towns were hostile to them. 
Blacks have been barred from some 
public places like bars and restaurants, 
and often are refused off-base housing 
by German landlords, In_back of these 
protests is the ever-present realization 
that million of Jews were “murdered 
just a few decades ago, and black Gis 
feel that they, too, are targets of racism. 

The Army is attempting to deal with

the problem. To overcome the home- 
grown variety soldiers are ordered to 
race-relationS seminars in which 
problems are aired white and black 
sterotypes exploded and a new con- 
sciousness is created. This - program 
and other need to be adequately 
evaluated, but my first impression is 
that they represent a good start. 

The. Army deals with German dis- 


crimination by placing facilities that bar ° 


blacks on the off-limits: jst ..tor; al) 
soldiers, ‘and ‘by consuttitg’ with: focal 
officials. Discrimination by civilians 
against black soldiers is a problem 
stateside as well as in German, and it is 
one that the highest Pentagop->*icials 
will have to do somethin ut. The 
Army orders blacks to Germany.-or to 
posts -in- rural and~ racist towns in 
America and it therefore has a re- 
sponsibility to see that they get com- 
pletely equal treatment. 

This feelifig of being set down in an 
alien enviroment weighs heavily on the 
black.GI, He misses the companionship 
of other black people, especially 
women. If he is married, he has the 
right to bring his wife and family, but 
even if he:can secure decent housing 
for them, they are made to feel un- 
welcome strangers by their German 
neighbors. 

The Army can make a greater effort 
to attract black civilians to these areas. 
Simply recruiting more black teachers 
to teach in the Army-run schools for 
children of Army personnel would go a 
long way to help the situation. 

And it ought to reconsider its too- 
lohg tour of duty. The unceasing grind 
of boredom in a peacetime Army com- 
bined with endless months-of isolation 
from other black people and from a nor- 
mal life take its toll from too many 
blacks - Gis. -

Revelation-And Women’s Lid 


Tire revolution in women’s wear has 
gone from the long skirt-to the mini 
skirt and to pants, and church officials 
have, for the most part, fought the 
chances all along the way. 

Which brings us to one of the latest 
Confrontations that tics wis SpeMtgnt 
in Cincinnati's Revelation Baptist 
Church, 1556 John Street, West End, 
Cincinnati. This one has a strange twist 
for the official protest is not against 
“revelation” but because some church 
ladies insist on covering up their apen- 
dages in pants! 

Now the advent of the mini-skirt 
failed to raise strong objections from 
this corner, but women in pants really 
finds little enthusiasm among the male 
gender. 


Most men, however, don't raise too 
many objections. After all the feminine 
pants look confortable, decent, well- 
fitting and except for some too fulsome 
shapes, even stylish. What some men 
object to is when on-first meeting a 
woman wearing pants they have no way 
of telling what her legs look like. That's 
a very important measuring rod for 
most girl-watchers. Of course, guys 
don't really disqualify a woman 
because they can’t see her legs, or 
even because they are not the most 
shapely in the world, but a fine pair of 
legs can go -a long way towards 
shaping a, an’s mind--and his con- 
tinuing interest. 

With- this somewhat sordid 
background, we can now proceed_with 
the tempest in a teapot at Revelation 
Baptist Church, where, this corner has 
learned, actually started among young 
members of the church, but was pre- 
cipitated by some lady members above- 
the 30 year mark. 

The subject is considered a very 
serious one in Revelation Baptist cir- 
cles. It was discussed in an official 
meeting at the church at which mem- 
bers supposedly representing the 
majority of Revelation’s congregation, 
voted not to permit women wearning 
pants to church services. 

That was the vote, however. But you 
don't think that you can stop a woman's 
desire by a vote. It didn't stop women 
suffrage, and around my house a vote 
by me and my three boys don’t get any 
meals any sooner. % 

This issue was destined to be sowed 


in the solemn solitude of the sanctuary. 
And what better time to settie an issue 
of such magnitude than on Sunday 
morning, when actually dress is more 


important: than scripture. : 

On this particular Sunday morning 
Rev. Richard Griffith, Revelation's 
pastor was busy conducting the 


responsive reading trom’ the Fourth 
Chapter of. Hosea which didn’t have 
anything to do with women’s dress. 

In walked the Joan of Arc, Carrie 
Nation, Florence Nightingale, and Judy 
Silver all wrapped in one package, 
wearing pants. “ 

Rev. Griffith quickly diverted his at- 
tention from Hosea 14 and perhaps 
thought about Deuteronomy, Chapter 
four which forbids women wearing 
pants. He asked the ushers to escort 
the member from the sanctury because 
she was unsuitably dressed. 

Now because ‘of this the walls of 
womanhood didn't come tumbling 
down, neither was there any challenge 
to the Biblical Declaration of what a 
woman should wear. . 

The Baptist policy is that women 
don’t wear pants in church. That policy 
doesn't necessarily supplement or con- 
flict with the scripture, it simply super- 
sedes personal desire, and if necessary, 
erroneous interpretations of the Bible. 

Most Baptist Churches will not con- 
done women in pants anymore than 
they will accept a woman in the pulpit

If injury due to radiation should occur,

The ‘most frequent use of diagnostic 
radiation (x-rays) during pregnancy is 
preventive—to determine the damage.of 
disease to the chest and the teeth. In 
,densely populated, low-income areas-- 
where tuberculosis is most likely to 
exist--a chest x-ray is usually taken of 
every obstetric clinic patient. A new- 
born baby has no-immunity—to- this 
disease, and close, normal contact with 
the mother may bring death from TB to -. 
the child. So in this case, going home 
with a mother who has pulmonary 
tuberculosis is a more serious threat to 
the newborn child's life than a chest x- 
ray before birth. 

Dentists try to limit x-ray exploration 
to the infected tooth if it occurs early in 
pregnancy, with thorough investigation 
delayed to the last six. months of 
pregnancy. It is generally accepted that 
a professionally carried out x-ray 
examination of the teeth of a pregnant 
woman who is properly shielded (a lead 
apron covering her abdomen) is of very 
littly danger to the fetus. The patient 
has to be certain the dentist knows 
about her pregnancy before the x-ray is 
taken. To be sure, she must remind him. 

There are other x-rays which may 
have to be taken during pregnacy. In 
next week's column, we'll discuss some 
of them. Let's emphasize again, though, 
x-rays of the teeth or of the chest are 
not a cause oy alarm.

Granville T. Woods 
(1856-1910) 


It's hard to believe that a man who 
was forced to leave school at the age of 
ten could have"patented over thirty-five 
electrical and mechanical inventions. Yet 
Granville T. Woods did just that. The 
hard way. 

Born in Columbus, Ohio, in 1856, 

. Woods literally learned his skills on the 
job. He learned them-in-a-machine shop. 
On the railroad. Ina rolling mill. He took 
.a mechanical éngineering course at an

aboard a British steamer—even" Handled 
a steam locomotive on the D & S railroad. 
Even with this background and allhis 
engineering skill he was -unable- to get 
anywhere in these jobs. 
But Granville T. Woods, a Black 


’ Man, was a great electrician and an inc 


ventive genius. His talents could not go 
unnoticed, 

In his early thirties;-he beedme 
interested in thermal power and steam- 
driven engines. And, in 1889, he filed his 
first patent for an improved steam-boiler 
furnace. 

This was just the beginning. Woods 
invented fifteen appliances for electric 
railways. The greatest of these was a 
device called the “Induction Telegraph” 
that enabled men to communicate by 
voice over telegraph wires. Woods’ in-

vention made it possible for trains to 
communicate with the station and with 
other traitis so they knew exactly Where 
they were at all times. This invention pre- 
vented countless accidents and collisions. 

Woods, along with his brother 
Lyates, went on to organize the Woods 
Electrical Company in Cincinnati, Ohio. 
And in later years, he succeeded in sell- 
ing many of his inventions to some of the 
country's largest corporations. American 
Bell Telephone Company bought many of 
his ideas, as did General Electric and the 
Westinghouse Air Brake Company. 
____Granville-T. Woods-attained great 
fame. He was a great electrician, A great 
inventor, A great man. He will be remem- 
bered as an ingenious American and a 
prolific inventor.
